Dr. Stone's body has been located 
jammed beneath the ice and snow of 
a deep crevice at the of Mount 
Aenon. Guides from thé Assiniboine 
camp found the body on Sunday, but 
word of the discovery did not reach 
here until late tonight. 

Mrs. Stone, who sncétientea.. her 
husband on July 17 when he set out 
from the walking tour camp at the 
base of Mount Assiniboine, south of 
Banff, has been found alive. 


Mrs. Stone May Recover. 

She was discovered lying at the foot 
of a seventeen foot crevice, seriously 
injured. The same searching party 
which found her husband’s body dis- 
covered her. She has since been 
rushed to an emergency hospital at 


and nurses.has been sent 7 here to 
attend her. 

_ Despite the severity of her injuries. 
and the shock resultant from knowl- 
edge of her husband's death and from 
the exposure, physicians say chances 
for her recovery are good. | 

Word brought to Banff tonight from 
the searching party telling of the find- 
Ing of Mrs. Stone and her husband's 
body brought to an end a week’s search 
of mountains surrounding Banff, con- 
ducted by several hundred men. 

The entire simmer colény has been 
assisting*in combing the region in an 
effort to locate the missing couple. - 

, Attempts to Save Wife.. 

The brief message from the guides 
unfolded a gale of heroism and tragedy. 

Losing her footing on the precipi- 
tate slope of Mount. Aenon, Mrs. 
Stone is said to have fallen into the 
crevice unknown to her husband. Sum- 
moned by her calls for assistance, Dr. 
Stone, according to Mrs. Stone's story, 
attempted to pull her to the surface by 
means of a rope. 

Falling in the effort, he him.- 
self to her side and then attempted to 
climb back with her in his arms. 

It was in this attempt that Dr. Stone 
lost his footing and his grasp on the 
rope and fell into an even deeper 
crevice. 

So great was the fall that it is 
thought death must have been in- 
stantaneous. Mrs. Stone tumbled back 
into the first and shallower crevice. 
There she lay until the searching 
party found her on Sunday. 

Body dammed in Crevice. , 

The body of Dr. Stone was jammed 
between the narrow sides of the icy 
crevice and extrication was extremely 
difficult. It required the efforts of a 
number of men and a day's labor he. 
fore the body could 2 brought to 
the surface.

Governors Not Born Kings. 
“Our governors are not born ‘ kings.’ 
They are not surrgunded by a halo by 
birth that gives them immunity from 
the temptations and frailties to which 
other humans are subject.” 

Judge Smith recites the history of 
this discarded maxim, and continues: 

“It will thus be seen that the maxim 
applies wholly and solely to the man- 
ner in wWich official acts of the king

“ In Illinois the legislature makes the 
laws and not the king, but the delib- 
erate acts or edicts of the legislature 
in Illinois are often held for naught, 
and all know that the executive de- 
partment has no powers beyond those 
conferred by and consistent with law. 
“It is argued that the constitution 
provides for the impeachment of the 
governor and that because it so pro- 
vides there can be no other punish- 
nt; that specifying this procedure 
precludes all others. 


Governor Is Not Exempt. 


“The constitution has exempted 
senators and representatives from ar- 
rest during a session. It exempts 
members of the militia from arrest at 
certain times except for cermin of- 
fenses named. No similar provision is 
made for the governor. Apply the 
rule. The converse is a governor shall: 
not be exempt. 

“The constitution provides for im- 
peachment, but that is for misfeasance 
or malfeasance in office and for re- 
moval from office. The constitution 
further provides: ‘THe party, whether 
convicted or acquitted, shall, neverthe- 
less, be liable to prosecution, trial, 
judgment, and punishment. according 
to law.’ 

“Mr. Medill, whom Mr. Fifer so 
justly eulogized, said in the convention 
which framed our constitution of 1870, 
impeachment is not a criminal proce- 
dure; ‘it is simply an efrort to remove 
from office,’ and it was so considered 
by the convention and is so consid- 
ered now; and referring to the im- 
peachment paragraph and to the para- 
graph concerning prosecutions, he 
Said: ‘How can we mix these two 
things together?’ 

“Impeachment is only to remove 
from office and has no relation to an 
offense committed entirely outside the 
office and is not to cause or prevent 
prosecution.” 

Cannot Call Troops. 

Continuing his opinion, Judge Smith 
observes:

Cites Law on Militia Use. 


Various sections of the statutes de- 
fining the powers and limitations of the 
use of state militia are cited in support 
of this conclusion, and the judge says: 
“This question hardly merits discus- 
sion because it is almost beyond the 
pale of possibilities that any but a 
tyrant would really and seriously think 
of calling out the military power of the 
state, or of attempting to do so, to pre- 
vent the execution of a mandate of the 
statute or of an order of court which 
is subject to review by a higher court.” 


No Usurpation Planned. 

The question of “usurpation” of 
state government as against another is 
thus discussed: 

“ Much has been said of the three de 
partments of government. That rule 
is a fundamental part or policy of our 
state and national governments and 
the rule that one department shall not 
infringe on the rights of another de- 
partment is inviolable. 

“No attempt is made here by the 
judicial or legislative department to 
usurp or in any manner interfere with 
the executivé department. This provi- 
sion of the constitution relates wholly 
to the department of government and 
not to the individuals, who may be en- 
gaged in performing the duties or exer- 
tising the powers of the department, 
unless the interference be to affect in

Would be Defiance of Law. 

“When the goverpor was elected and 


he qualified and accepted the office he 
surrendered, and the state accepted, his 


time, intelligence, discretion, and serv- 


ice to the use of the state, and no in- 
dividual or official has the right to sub- 
stitute his intelligence or discretion for 
that of the governor, or take from the 
state by subpoena or otherwise the 
time and service of the governor, but 
nowhere is found authority for holding 
that the governor cannot be prosecut- 
ed for crime. 

“You advise the court that to prose- 
cute this case~syvhile the governor is in 
office is contrary to public policy. 

“You have urged, and the court in- 


sists, that under our policy of govern-| 


ment there are three departments, the 
legislative, executive and judicial, each 
independent of the other and none hav- 
ing any right to inffinge upon the 
rights, duties or acts of the other. The 
acts of the legislative department de- 
termine the public policy of the gov- 
ernment. The court may declare the 
public policy as indicated by legisla- 
tive pronouncements and not other- 
wise.

Not Public Policy of State. 


“Tf the court should declare a dif- 
ferent public policy the judicial de- 
partment would infringe upon the 
functions of the legislative department. 
The court is of the opinion that thé 
provisions of the constitution and of 
the statute do not indicate nor justify 
any holding by the court that it is the 
public policy of the state that no prose- 
cution should be had under the circum- 
stances of this case. If the court, of 
its own action, should hold otherwise 
it would trespass on the jurisdiction of 
the legislative department.
